QUEER FACT ABOUT HAWAIIAN
HORSES AND CATTLE.

They Roam Ovwer a District Where
There Are No Wells or Streams,
and Slake Their Thiret by Eating
the Native Grasa. :

The proverblsl horse which can be
led to weter, but which cannot be made
to drink, exists In great numbers In
the Hawalian Islands. Among the
cattle he has thousands of cousins of
the same proclivities.

It s a surprising statement to make,
and yet one that is literally true and
so commonplace that no one there
thinks anything about it, and there are
hundreds of. horses and thousands of
cattle which never take a drink of wa-
ter throughout the whole course of
thelr lives.

On all the islands the upper altitudes
of the mountains are given up to cattle
ranges. The cattle run wild from the
time they are born until they =&re
rounded up to be sent to the slaughter
F--1ze. Except during possibly two or
three months of the rainy season, there
are no streams or pools of water In
any part where the cattle range.

But everywhere there grows a Te-
cambent, jolnted grass, known by the
patlve name of maninja. This is both
food and drink. Horses and entth
grazing on It nelther require water nor
will they drink It when offered.

Our first experfence with this fact
was on & trip to Haleakala. A party
were mounted on horses which had
just been brought In from the range.
The journey they made was fourteen
miles, in which distance they ascended
about 9,000 feet.

The party started In the afternoon,
and about sunset halted for supper.
They thought it strange that the horses
should leave a feed of grain to nibble
the scanty grass which grew near by,
but were willing to trust their {nstinct
in the matter.

However, before starting they In-
glated that they be given water. The

| native gulde demurred to this, saying

they didn't need It, ‘but, with the good-

)| natured complalsance of his race,

yielded to requests, and led a detour of
abont a mile, which brought the party
to g ranch house, where there was a
well. But, to the utter amazement and
gtupefaction of the travelers, the horses
wo not drink.

T‘;:l:y took it as another case of in-
stinct, and assumed that the water,
for some reason, was not good, and so
refrained from drinking it themselves,
It was pot until the return, the second
day, to Kawaapae, that the travelers
learned the secret of the wonderful

New Thing in Kissing Bees.

A mnovel custom, started In the days
of the clvil war, prevails In the eastern
part of West Virginla. At Shepherds-
town they have a picnle ealled “soups.”
Each person Invited brings a dressed
chicken, the host providing the vegeta-
bles. Poultry and vegetables are placed
in large kettles holding from ten to
twenty gallons, and the comblnation is
cooked over open fires for several
hours, or until it Is almost reduced to
a Jelly. Pépper and other seasonings
are Introduced. The girls and young
fellows stir the soup with long-handled
iron spons, keeping up a march or
walk around the kettles as they do so.
When a girl's spoon clicks against the
spoon of a young man he is at liberty
to caten and kiss her. Of course,
there are many lively skirmishes and a
great deal of fun In the game. When
the soup Is done it is ladled out into
plates and eaten. It is sald to be deli-
clous. The custom owes its origin to
& company of Stonewall Jackson's men
who were recrulted in that part of the
State, These ex-Oonfederates keep up
their organization. They have a reun-
lon once a year, at which they celebrate
with a grand “soup.” It is said that =&
“soup” properly gotten up shounld be
made of stolen chickens, but the veter-
ana had to give up foraging after the
war and made a compromise by going
around in squads and robbing each oth-
ers’ roosts by mutual understanding.—
Boston Transcript.

Attention I8 called In medical jour-
nals to the deslrablility of testing rall-
road employes for defectlve hearing as
well as for color. blinduess. A recent
examination in Europe developed the
fact that out of elghty-two firemen and
engine drivers only three possessed
perfectly normal hearing. It Is sug-
gested that there shonld be a standard
of hearing power for the examlnation
of employes who have to depend upoxn:
sound signals.’

Aeccording to Prof. Morits, writing in
a8 German medical periodical, the most
speedy absorption of a drug Into the
buinan system 1is secured by adminis-
tering It with water on an empty
stomach. In many cases, he says, a
definite effect will thus be produced,
‘when no effect would be perceptible
from the same dose adminlstered short-
ly after the taking of food. Food taken
immediately after medicine retards the
absorption of the drug.

Scotch and Austrian pires have only
two needles to a cluster. These tres,
not belng native to this country, are
found only as ornamental follage in
parks and gardens. The Norway spruce
80 generally llked for Christmas trees
has needles that do mot grow in clus-
ters, but singly along the short stems,
and are not more than an inch or two
long. Thelr great virtue is in belng
slow to fall; often the needles bang on
a growing tree for six or seven years.

Among the places visited by the Ger-
man exploring ship Valdivia, recently
returned from the Antarctic Ocean,
was Bouvet Island, which, although
discovered In 1730, was only.known
to have been sighted twice since its
discovery, and until the Valdivia's
visit had not been seen for more than
seventy years. The Island Is the sum-
mit of a volcanic mountain rising 3,000
feet above the sea. Its crater Is entire-
ly covered with ice, which caves down
in a steep wall to sea level. It is situ-
ated about 1,800 miles west of south
from the Cape of Good Hope.

The sky of Italy Is noted for its clear-
ness. The blue 8 deeper, not becanse
the dust there Is finer than in the north-
ern couniries, but because In the coun-
tries of the morth, due to the greater
coolness of the alr, the wvapor more
readily condenses upon the dust parti-
cles. The dust particles thus become
larger, and consequently not so effec-
tive In turning back the blue rays
alone, but others are also reflected and
a grayish effect Is produced. In a single
loeation the bl f the sky may ap-
pear bluer at one time tham another.
The sky Is oftentimes sald to be very
blue when some white cumulus clouds
are outlined against it. The sky is then
a deep blue by conirast with the brill-
jant white. After a shower, when the
lower stratum of air is washed of its

. coarse dust particles, a deeper and

purer blue 1s the result.
